500 to 800 milrs are regarded as the workable limits. 


But the pro=pec'ts of airships are much less easy to diagnose. It is 


recognized ihat rigid airships can fly for distances of 2,500 miles carrying 
a commercial load of approximately fifteen tons, and that +hey are enabled ] 8 to 
to undertake long flights now believed to be impossible of attainment by 
airplanes.

British Experts Agree That it 1« to the Craft oi Rigid Construc­ 
tion We Must Look for Usefulness in Business 


British exports, socking to forecast the future potentialities of air­ 
craft, seem to agree that it is to the airship of rigid construction, not to 
the airplane, that one must look for the maximum of commercial useful­ 
ness, writes a foreign correspondent of the Ohio State Journal. 


The limitations of airplanes designed on present principles are defi­ 
nitely known. Technically it is an accepted fact that an airplane cannot 
be produced which is capable of transporting a commercially adequate 
lead for a Ion per nonstop flight than 1,000 miles. For practical purposes 
500 to 800 miles are regarded as the workable limits. 


But the prospects of airships are much less easy to diagnose. It is 
recognized that rigid airships can fly for distances of 3,500 miles carrying 
a commercial load of approximately fifteen tons, and that they are enabled 
to undertake long flights now believed to be impossible of attainment by 
airplanes. 


Every increase in the size of airships is accompanied by greater rela­ 
tive efficiency, but the medium-sized airships have greater advantages, it is 
said, than is generally supposed. For example the “North Sea” class of 
500-horse power is capable of transporting a load of more than three tons, 
whereas the four-engined giant airplane of 1,100-horse power is able to 
lift less than four tons and burns twice as much gasoline.

In many cases surgeons^ have to 
estimate the chances of saving in­

surance companies of a European 
country, the loss of both hands is val­ 
ued at 300 per cent in the ability to 
earn a living.

Bamboo Needle of the 
Phonograph— Process 
Wood Must Go Through 


It was F. D. Hall of Chicago who 
discovered the bamboo needle of the 
phonograph. 
The Scientific American 
relates the many woods with which 
ho experimented before he found the 
right ono and describes the intricate 
| processes 
that 
the 
bamboo 
goes 
through before becoming a needle. 


The hard point of the needle is 
formed from the enameled cortical 
surface of the cane. The poles, 20 feel 
long and from 2% to 3% inches in di­ 
ameter, carefully selected, are sawn 
into pieces about an inch long and 
split in two. 
Machines split these 
again into prism-shaped blanks for 
needles. To force out the sap and re­ 
place it with oil and wax in the myriad 
cells of the cane, the bits are put in 
drip kettles and lowered into vats 
laden with an oily mixture at 340 de­ 
grees Fahrenheit, where they remain 
40 hours. Then they go into tumbling 
barrels containing hardwood sawdust, 
where they get cooled and polished. 


Each needle is inserted by hand into 
a Cutting machine that snips the point 
into the familiar triangular form at the 
rate of 30,000 needles a day*

A salad will often use up leftovers 
In wonderfully attractive ways, but 


. 
the I n g r e d i e n t s 
should be put lo­ 
ir e t h e r carefully. 
Dressed lettuce is 
one of the simplest 
Ot; salads and now 
is the time when 
we should be sup­ 
plying 
our 
tables 
* 
with salad greens 
from our own gardens. 
By sowing let­ 
tuce seed several times during the 
summer one may have tender, crisp 
lettuce until fall. 


Lettuce, spinach, chard, peppergrn^s 
and beet greens supply mineral salts 
needed to keep up the bodily health as 
well as supplying the valuable fat 
solubles that are so* essential to the 
growing child. 


The first important consideration in 
salad making is a good foundation. 
Whatever is used let it be crisp and 
fresh and neatly arranged and the 
next important step is the dressing. 
The most delightful combinations may 
be ruined by a "poor, badly seasoned 
dressing. Salads containing fish, meat, 
nuts, eggs or cheese will make a dish 
sufficiently sustaining for a m^in dish. 


The simplest of all dressings is the 
French dressing and one which is 
most commonly used. 
With a good 
brand of olive oil, using three parts of 
oil to one of vinegar, a little salt and 
sugar with a dash of paprika and 
cayenne, all beaten with a Dover egg 
beater until thick, and all the ingredi­ 
ents cold, this dressing is ready to 
serve.

as berries make splendid possibilities 
for cocktails. 


Mutton With Peas.—Take a picce of 
lamb or mutton for stewing, simmer in 
boiling water with one small onion 
and three cloves, a pepper corn and an 
eighth of a bay leaf, for flavor: when 
tender and ready to serve remove the 
meat to<sm hot platter, prepare the 
gravy by thickening with flour and but­ 
ter worked to a paste and stirred into 
the liquor from the meat. 
Cook until 
smooth, strain and add two in thrert 
cupfuls of fresh green peas, cooked 
and poured around the meat. The sea­ 
soning of salt and pepper must be Hid­ 
ed before the meat or gravy is well 
cooked, in order to be well, reasoned. 


Salad Chiffonadc.—Arrange lettuce, 
pepper grass, tender green mustard 
and strips of pimento in a salad bowl; 
cover with French dressing and serve 
well chilled. 


Pimento, 
Egg and Tuna Salad.— 
Ma>h the yolks of four hard-cooked 
cues with three-fourths cupful oC tuna 
fish, well flaked, and a teyispoonful of 
lemon juice ami half a teaspoonful of 
salt. 
To one-third cupful of mayon­ 
naise dressing add an eighth of a tea 
spoonful of mustard, a few grains of 
cayenne 
and 
a 
tablespoonful 
of 
chopped pickles. Add a teaspoonful of 
dissolved gelatin to the mayonnaise 
and use to stuff tfie pimentoes which 
have been drained and carefully wiped. 
Set each in a gem pan until filled and 
set; then chill before serving. 
Slice 
and serve on lettuce.

Perishable meats like sweetbreads, 
brains,

so 


w’holesome,

ing when careful­

served 
that 
the 
demand for 
cuts 
of 
meat 
would 
decrease if more 
of 
our 
people 
u&ed these sundries; then there would 
be plenty of all kinds for all. at all 
times. 
Sweetbreads are considered a 
, great delicacy, but brains are spurned 
by the majority, for no reason than 
that they are not in the habit of cook­ 
ing them. 
The same is true of liver 
and kidneys, the latter If carefully 
cleaned, parboiled and cooked make a 
most tasty 
dish. 


A piece of sparerib, though covered 
with little meat, which, by the way, 
grows less and less, makes a good sea­ 
soning for a dish of cabbage, even if 
there is no meat to serve; the flavor 
is there which makes a tasty dish. 
Greens, beets, spinach, dandelions may 
be cooked with spareribs. 


Sweetbreads are too expensive in 
the city for the average family, but in 
the country where there is less de­ 
mand they are sold at a reasonably 
price. 
To cook, simmer in water to 
cover, to which has been added a half 
tablespoonful 
of 
vinegar. 
Remove 
after twenty minutes of simmering 
and plunge into cold water to make 
them firm. 
After removing all the un- 
edibfe portions they are ready to be 
creamed, baked or fried. 


A SUMMER DINNER. 


A pleasing beginning for a dinner is 
some sort of fruit cocktail, served 


well 
chilled 
in

walnuts » tit in bits, one and one-half 
tablespoonfuls of lemon juice, salt and 
pepper to taste and bring to the boil­ 
ing point. 
Place the heart in the cen­ 
ter of a platter, surround with cooked 
rice, pour nuts and raisins over the 
heart and garnish with parsley. 


Kidney a ia Pon.— Wash one kidney, 
remove the tough portions and tubes, 
parboil changing the water two or 
three tim^s. 
Drain, roll in seasoned 
flour and cook in three tablesponnfuls 
of drippings. 
Remove to a hot platter 
and keep warm. 
Slice four large on­ 
ions, and cook in this fat, remove 
them when yellow to the serving dish. 
Add two cupfuls of boiling water to 
the fat In the pan and add six cooked 
potatoes cut in thick slices. 
Bring to 
the boiling point, add four tablespoon­ 
fuls of flour mixed with a third of a 
cupful of cold water. 
Stir and cook, 
add a teaspoonful of kitchen bouquet, 
with salt and pepper to taste. 
When 
the potatoes are thoroughly heated, re­ 
move them to the platter, reheat the 
kidney sauce and pour over the pota­ 
toes. 
Syrrouml with the onions and 
serve at once.

Young Wild West Holding the Hill; 
or the Fight for the Cave of Gold.” In 
the 
picture, 
which 
had 
evidently 
struck the boy’s fancy, a boy dressed 
in a scout’s costume was being low­ 
ered into an open grave by a band of 
cowboys. 
The boy in the picture was 
trussed up with ropes and was being 
burled alive. 


Beneath the picture 
was printed: 
“ ‘Let him go, boys!' shouted the leader 
of the band. 
‘If the end of the plank 
sticks out a little, it will mark the 
spot where the champion death shot 
was buried alive. 
Down with him !’ ” 
The accepted theory of the cause of 
tho hanging is that young Slmbert was 
thrilled by the picture and by similar 
scenes he had read about or seen in 
the movies, and was trying to stage a 
“mhke-believe” hanging.

GIRL FATALLY HI RT 


OP ABBOTTSTOWN 


Myrtle Hollis, of York died in the 


York hospital at 2:10 ofelock on Tues- 
day morning, and her sister. Anna, is 
confined to the same ir Altatkta with 
a compound fracture ot the right leg 
and severe lacerations ot the face and 
both arms, as the result of a collision 
between a, motorcycle and automobile 
on the "Lincoln highway, a short dist- 
ance east of Abbottstown, Monday ev- 
ening about 8:30 o'clock. The former, 
whose condition was regarded as ex- 
tremely grave when hrouglit to the 
hospital, suffered a compound frac- 
tuie tff the right leg, a simple fracture 
of the left leg, severe lacerations of 
the right upper arm and "internal in- 
juries. Two York men were also in- 
jured: Charles Arnold, with general 
"body bruises, and Paul "Warner, wno 
has a broken right leg, extensive la- 
cerations of both .legs and a deep gash 
above the right eye. 


The accident occurred when the mo- 


torcycle, owned and driven by Warner, 
crashed into a .large touring car con- 
taining five Hanover men passengers, 
going in the direction of York. The 
motorcycle party, Myrtle and Anna 
Hollis. riding in a sMe car, and the 
two men on the machine, was headed 
toward New Oxford wTien the colli- 
sion occurred. 
Both machines were 


going at a high rate o"f speed. It is 
believed that Warner ~was driving on 
the left side of the road. When the 
automobile appeared, Arnold who was 
able to make a statement after the ac- 
cident, claimed that the bright glare 
of the headlights blinded the driver, 
thus bringing about the crash. 


"The 
impact of the collision threw 


the occupants of the smaller machine 
to the roadside, as far as 25 feet from 
the point where the accident occurred. 
Dr. W. F. Hollinger, of Abbottstown, 
was summoned but before he could 
arrive, Arthur Deardorffff, York, came 
along and, loading the injured persons 
into the car. proceeded with them to 
the York .hospital. When picked up. 
Warner and Myrtle Hollis were un- 
conscious and remained in that state 
until after their arrival at the hospital. 
It was stated that the injured persons 
lay along the road for nearly a half 
hour because witnesses feared to move 
them because of the serions nature of 
their injuries. The automo"b'ile party 
was taken to 4he home of John Doll- 
heimer nearby, where thay remained 
sometime. None of them was hurt. 
They were later taken to their homes 
by massing automobiles as their car 
WSB slightly damaged and nnaole to 
proceed under its own power.

motorcycle is a complete wreck. 


The automobile was clriv-m by Clair 


Brown, Hanover, and with him were 
Victor and Lloyd Mowrer and Robert 
Hahn wlio were on their way to Phil- 
adelphia. All of the Hanover boys 
maintain that they gav-3 the motor- 
cycle party practically the whole road.

The "pill box" is built half inside and half outside the bank building, so that 
the occupants, through the portholes provides for the rifles, can have an unob- 
structed aim at would-be robbers, within or without the building.

GROWERS

When open range is not available 


and hens must be confined, poultry 
specialists of the United States depart- 
ment of agriculture recommend the di- 
vision of the hen yard into two lots, 
so that green stuff may be grown on 
one side while the other patch is being 
grazed. 
As soon as the green feed is 


two to three inches high the hens may 
be turned on it, while the other lot 
may be spaded up and sown again 
This plan provides plenty of green 
feed tluoughout the year tor the av- 
erage back-jurd flock. 


The green crops should be suited to 


local conditions, those suggested below 
being adapted to moderate climatic 
conditions. 
For the extreme North 


or South the planting dates should be 
modified

ical preservatives whatever If proper 
methods of canning are followed. 


The 
federal food and drugs act 


prohibits the use of harmful preserv- 
atives in foods which come within Its 
Jurisdiction. The food laws of nearly 
every state in the Union forbid the 
sale within the state of foods which 
have been preserved with harmful sub- 
ibti^nces. Although neither the federal 
01 state laws apply to foods canned in 
the home and consumed there, it would 
seem that the housewife would not 
knowingly use, in the foods she pre- 
serves for her family, substances that 
are prohibited by law in foods for sale 
because the substances are injurious 
to health.

When open range is not available 
and hens must be confined, poultry 
specialists of the United States depart­ 
ment of agriculture recommend the di­ 
vision of the hen yard into two lots, 
so that green stuff may be grown on 
one side while the other patch is being 
grazed. As soon as the green feed is 
two to three inches high the hens may 
be turned on it, while the other lot 
may be spaded up and sown again. 
This plan provides plenty of green 
feed throughout the*year for the av­ 
erage baek-yard llock. 


The green crops should be suited to 
local conditions, those suggested below 
being adapted to moderate climatic 
conditions. 
For the extreme North 
or South the planting dates should he 
modified. 
Thickly sown crops furnish 
succulent feed and summer shade. 
From April 1 to July 1 on growing yard

Patent Medicines Drove 


Investigations recently made on the 
little-known Henderson or Elizabeth 
islafids have led to the discovery of a 
curious little colony of zoological total 
abstainers.

Raymond Eltz and Civof;

In passing sentence Judge Wanner 
remarked on tho youth of the offen­ 
ders and tho serious 
crimes with 
which they wen? charged. 
Me stated 
that counsel 
representing 
the lads 
has asked the court to bo lenient in 
passing sentence, requesting that they 
be s-ant to tho reformatory. 
The court 
stated that it is the usual thing to 
give youths a chance when they come 
before the court, but in view of the se­ 
riousness of the charges, and the un­ 
usual depravity of the bovs, the court 
would do the unusual thing and pro­ 
nounce a penitentiary sentence. Judge 
Wanner emphasized that it was for 
the good of the community that of­ 
fenders of this sort be dealt with se­ 
verely. 


After serving this sentence they will 
be turned over to the Adams County 
Court, on charges of setting fire to 
several barns in McSherrystown and 
the cigar factory of S. L. Johns at 
Midway. 
Chief Crabbs was compli­ 
mented by State Fire Chief McFar­ 
land, and will be remunerated for his 
work on the case.

Food Situation of World Demands 
Increased Consumption of 
Fresh Vegetables. 


UTILIZE ROUGHAGES 
WITH BEEF CATTLE 


MUCH LAND YIELDS NOTHING 


People in Cities, Towns and Villages 
Urged to' Increase Thefr Efforts 
During Coming Year to Help 
Food Supply. 


(Prepared by tho United States Depart­ 
m e n t of Agrloulture.) 


No less tliau one-fifth of the total 
food elements consumed IVy the people 
of this country is obtained from com­ 
mercial and home vegetable gardens. 
Under the present food situation of the 
world, the tendency and the need in 
this country is to increase the con­ 
sumption of fresh vegetables. 


Back Yard Gardens. 


America’s cities, towns and villages 
almost without exception are full of 
large back yards and vacant lots that 
have yielded little or nothing. 
We 
have taken pride, too, in our spacious 
home grounds, but have given little 
thought to turning them to account. 
Now, the food situation demands that 
every foot of ground suitably located 
be made to produce to its utmost ca­ 
pacity. 
City people have responded 
heartily in carrying out the govern­ 
ment’s program to use such back yards 
and vacant lots for gardens. 
Yet a 
survey made in a number of cities 
where such gardening was carried on 
Intensively shows that less than one- 
lialf of the available land has been 
utilized. As commercial gardeners can­ 
not under present labor conditions 
raise enough vegetables to supply the 
demand in our cities, towns and vil­ 
lages, it is urged that people in cities, 
towns and villages increase their ef­ 
forts during the coming year. 


Better Home Gardens. 


The extension forces of the depart­ 
ment of agriculture and of the state

means at their command to bring about 
the raising of more and better home 
gardens in 1919.

The coming of peace will Increase, 
not diminish, the demands made on 
the farmers of this country for the 
saving of grain and Utilization to the 
fullest extent of all coarse roughages 
such as cheap hay, straw and stover 
in all its various forms. 
The waste 
of stover or other roughages in the 
f.eld will be a reproach and one which 
is emphasized all the more by the 
high price of hay which, to a large ex-

tent, may be replaced by them. 
To 
utilize corn stover to best advantage 
it should be used early in the winter, 
saving other roughages until later. 
Other coarse roughages may also be 
used to better advantage by feeding 
them to dry cows and feeder steers, 
saving the more desirable roughages 
for breeding animals and calves. Dry 
cows and steers may be wintered large­ 
ly on roughages alone by beginning 
to feed them earlier in the winter, be­ 
fore they begin to lose weight. 
This 
Is particularly 
true 
of 
the 
cattle 
shipped into the Southwestern states 
from the drought area of the South­ 
west. 
Those cattle are in somewhat 
thin condition and should be fed more 
liberally than native cattle, at least 
until well started through the winter 
feeding period.

WINTER GARDEN FOR SOUTH 


Furnishes 
Family With 
Supply of 
Needed Green Foods—Various 
Crops to Grow. 


(Prepared by the United States Depart* 
ment of Agriculture.) 


Something in the form of green vege­ 
tables may be had from the outdoor 
garden every day of the winter months 
throughout th e . greater part of the 
Southern states. 
Perhaps it may be 
nothing more than turnip greens or a 
dish of boiled kale, but it serves the 
purpose of giving the family much 
needed green food and puts iron into 
the blood. 
There is perhaps no vege­ 
table more delicate or appetizing than 
the universally grown collards of the 
Southern gardens. 
Fall-planted spin­ 
ach may be cut at any time during 
the winter, even when the ground may 
be slightly frozen, and it may be nec­ 
essary ' to plunge the freshly 
cut 
spinach into cold water to remove the 
frost. 


Certain of the more hardy varieties 
of lettuce, like Big Boston, can be 
grown during the winter with slight 
protection by means of straw or boards 
set at an angle on the north side of 
the row. 
Onion sets will give an 
abundance of early green onions for 
table use. There are quite a number 
of crops that will make a slow growth 
during the wipter and furnish a con­ 
stant supply of green food for the ta­ 
ble,

month in the year.

Black walnut is one of the most 
profitable woodland and pasture trees. 
It is rapidly becoming scarce on ac­ 
count of the important part it has play­ 
ed in ti^e war, and the strong demand 
for the* wood for cabinet material, cas­ 
kets, musical Instruments, furniture, 
etc. 


The nuts for planting should be se­ 
lected, so far as possible, from vig­ 
orous trees producing good-sized nuts 
in abundance. 
If squirrels and hogs 
are not troublesome, the nuts may be 
planted this fall, putting two nuts in 
a hole and covering with about 
2 
inches of soil well firmed. In many 
places the safest method is probably 
to keep the nuts over winter and plant 
them in the spring. 
For this purpose 
a pit, dug 8 to 12 inches deep in a 
Well-drained, cool location, is a desira­ 
ble storage place. A layer of nuts, two 
nuts deep, is covered with an inch of 
sand, and so on until all the nuts 
are stored, after which soil should be 
mounded over the pit to shed excess 
moisture. 
Nuts mixed with sand will 
keep quite satisfactorily in a cool cel­ 
lar. 
A bushel of walnuts contains 
from 1,100 to 1,400, depending upon the 
size of the nuts, or enough to plant an 
acre using two nuts in each hole, spac­ 
ing the tatter 8 feet apnrt each way.

British Experts Agree Thnt it Is to the Craft of Rigid Construc- 
tion W e Must Look for Usefulness in Business 


British exports^ socking to forecast the future potentialities of air- 
craft, seem to agree that it is to the airship of rigid ronstruction, not to 
ibe airplane, that one must look for the maximum of commeroial useful- 
ness, writes a foreign correspondent of the Ohio State Journal, 


The limitations of airplanes designed on present principles are defi- 
nitely known. Technically it is an accepted fact that an airplane cannot 
be produced "which is capable of transporting a commercially adequate 
lead for a longer nonstop flight than 1,000 miles. For practical purposes 
500 to 800 miles are regarded as the workable limits. 


But the prospects of airships are much lees easy to diagnose. 
It is 
recognized that rigid airships can fly for distances of 2,600 miles carrjnng 
a commercial load of approximately fifteen tons, and that they are enabled 
to undertake long flights now believed to be impossible of attainment by 
airplanes. 


Every increase in the size of airships is accompanied by greater rela- 
tive efficiency, but the medium-sized airships have greater advantages, it is 
said, than is generally supposed. 
For example the "North Sea" class of 
500-horse power is capable of transporting a load of more than three tons, 
whereas the four-engined giant airplane of 1,100-horse power is able to 
lift less than four tons and burns twice as much gasoline.

of 
cellar and iiarret. and on 
the 
first 
warm day of spring are out laying 
their eggs, 
Save when extended by 
the arrival of this hibernating period, 
t h e life of the female is one or two 
months; the male, on the other hand, 
lives but a few days. 
The food of 
tlie mosquito is the juice and nectar 
of 
plants 
and, 
of 
course, 
blood— 
though not necessarily that of m a n ; 
animals, reptiles and 
even 
caterpil- 
lars are bitten with the same freedom. 


The female mosquito lays from 50 
to 100 eggs at a time, on any quiet 
bit of water. 
In about three 
day3 
they hatch, and though at 
first 
the 
larva is'very small, it grows rapidly 
and attains full development in a few 
days. 
We 
have 
then 
the 
familiar 
wrigglers of the old-time rain barrel 
and the uncovered cistern. 


During the lajrval stage, which lasts 
from 
seven 
to^ fourteen 
days, 
the 
malarial variety can bo distinguished 
from all others by the curiously in- 
clined, by virtue of the fact that it 
lies with its body parallel to the sur- 
face of tlie water while 
the 
other 
species hang with their heads down- 
ward.

In many 
cases surgeons^ have 
to 
efitimate the chancos of 
saving in- 
jured hands and the comparative value 
of 
hands 
and 
fingors. 
According 
to. a scale of valuo furnished by the 
Miners' Union and Minors* Acridont In- 
surance 
companies 
of 
a 
European 
country, the loss of both hands is val- 
ued at 300 per cent in the ability to 
earn a living. 
Losing the right hand 
deproclatos tho value of an individual 
as a worker 70 or 80 per cent, while 
the loss of the loft hand represents 
from no to 70 por cent of the earnings 
of both hands. 
The thumb is reckoned 
to be worth from 20 to 30 per cent of 
the earnings. 
The first finger of the 
right hand is valued at from 14 to 18 
per cent, that of the left hand at from 
8 to 
per cent. 
The middle finger 
is worth from 10 to IG per cent. 
The 
third finger stands least of all in value 
—although, like other useless members 
of the community, it is surrounded by 
riches, its value being only from 7 to 
9 per cent 
The little finger is worth 
from 9 to 12 per cent. 
The difference 
in the percentage is occasioned by the 
diíTerence in the trade; the first finger 
being, for instance, more valuable to a 
writer than to a digger.

Pigmies Are Suspected 
to Be More Ancient Than

A most interesting puzzle to anthro- 
pologisls are the pigmies.

Raisin Pie. 


Take a cupful of chopped raisins, 
cover with one cupful of boiling wa- 
t e r ; mix one tablespoonful of 
flour 
with half a cupful of sugar, tho juice 
and rind of one lemon, a little salt 
and a tablespoonful of buttei*. 
Beat 
the yolks of two eggs and stir Into 
the mixture. 
Bake In one crust, cover 
with a meringue made from the two 
whites beaten stiff. 


Lemon Pie. 


Mix one tablespoonful of flour with 
one cupful of sur r. add ono cupful 
of milk, the juici 
and rind of one 
lemon, the yolks of two eggs and two 
tablespoonfuls of butter.

Its officers and men to France, many 
are still there and may be for some 
time, and since the army and its work 
has been growing and expanding there 
Is at present a real need for more 
officers. 
A few days ago the army 
graduated a class of fifty-four ofilcers, 
thirty-three of

When the next class is sent out it 
will be twice this number. 


This institution trains its students 
with Infinite care and patience. 
It 
has its training college at 333 West 
Twenty-second 
street, 
which 
is 
in 
charge of Colontl Chai-les Miles, who 
has been a member of the army for 
thirtj'-eight years. 
In the near future 
tlie army will either purchase or erect 
a larger and more commodious college 
building at an expense, if necessary, 
of between $400,000 and $500,000. 
0 
« 
Many College Graduates. 


Many ofiicers today in the ijalvati'on 
army are college or university grad- 
uates, and others were just graduated 
from 
the 
world's 
school 
of 
hard 
itnocks. 
They are all, however, men 
and women of more than average In- 
telligence, and some have made really 
great sacrifices for 
the 
privilege of 
wearing the simple blue uniform of 
the organization. 
Of tho class just 
graduated one young man won honors 
and a degree 
at Cornell 
university, 
and seventeen of them were In the 
country's service during the war, one 
of whom won 
the 
crolx de guerre. 
Since the war many soldiers and sall- 
oi-s have expressed a desire to join the 
organization. 


It is not an easy matter to become 
an ofllcer In the Saltation army be- 
cause the organization Is exceedingly 
particular about getting the right kind 
of men and women to guide its des- 
tinies, and, although many are called 
few are chosen, and a person before 
becoming an ofllcer is put through a 
rather severe acid test. 
Some can- 
didates are 
quickly 
disillusioned 
at 
the outset by the snmllness of the pay, 
for lieutenants and captains receive 
but $0 and $12 a week, and must pay 
for their board and lodging out of 
this sum, and they also pledge them- 
selves to remain with the army for 
life. They must devote all their ener- 


gies to the organization, end are not 
permitted to labor» outside of 
their 
work for remuneration. 
A major—and 
one must have worked long and faith- 
fully to attain such a high rank—re- 
ceives a salary of $21 a week and a 
small allowance for house rent 
and 
for each child. 
Most of the higher 
and older officers in the army could 
go out into the world and make a fat 
Livinjg'Without any difficulty, anU they 
havqjbeen frequently offered lucrative 
positions, which they have refused be- 
cause they have preferred to be faith- 
ful to their trust. 


To become an ofiicer in the organi- 
zation 
a candidate must 
possess 
a 
certain degree of natural intelligence, 
must love the Lord and his neighbor, 
and must possess the indefinable some- 
thing k n o w n , a s tho Salvation 
army 
spirit. 


Must Prove Worth. 


Before being admitted to the train- 
ing college a candidate is 
first 
as- 
signed to an army corps for a period 
of six months. 
Ho is there given an 
opportunity to prove that he is made 
of the right sort of stuff by showing 


his willingness to«do cheerfully' any 
kind of task 
assigned him. 
He 
is 
immediately sent out on the streets 
with the corps and often to a touglr 
neighborhood 
in the city where 
he 
may encounter a decidedly unfriendly 
element. 
Almost at the start he must 
make his prayer or plea to the night 
crowd on tho street corner. 
If at tho 
end of his period he has shown tho 
proper spirit he is then sent to tho 
army training 
college. 
The 
course 
here is nine months. 
He pui-^juos a 
course of Bible study, learns the cus- 
toms and laws of the organization, and 
attends lectures. 
If he does not pos- 
sess the sticking qualities demanded 
of Salvation army officers, or shows 
that he is not fitted for the work, ho 
is frankly told so, and is advised to 
return to his homo town where 
he 
may nevertheless work for the organ- 
ization, and take up for his life work 
some other lino of endeavor for which 
he is better 
fitted. 
At the college tho 
arniy exercises a weedlng-out process 
so that it may make no mistake in its 
selection of officers. Many whop>-piro 
to attain rank are 
quick to realize 
that they are not intended for such 
rigorous social welfare work, and are 
frank to say so when they realize the 
sacrifice and hard work it entails. 


At the outbreak of the war the Sal- 
vation army pledged itself 
to serve 
and stand by the nation. Almost every 
member was engaged in some kind of 
war work, and a large percentage of 
the organization was in France.

world, Paris has a little warning for 
all of her sister cities of ¿\merica and 
every other 
country. 


The warning Is this: 
Enact imme- 
diately, either state, municipal or na- 
tional, legislation prohibiting the erec- 
tion of airplane factories 
anywhere 
within hearing distance of where hu- 
man beings have to live and sleep. 


Otherwise, said human beings won*t 
be able to sleep and will be driven in 
no time at all either ijito their graves 
or some far-away sanitarium. 


Everyone knows how much rumpus 
an airplane makes when it is 
flying 
thousands 
of 
feet 
overhead. 
Well, 
every 
airplane 
motor 
before 
It 
Is 
mounted has to be tested, and to be 
tested it is attached to a huge bench 
or platform and run continuously at 
top speed, with hundreds of 
horse- 
power back of it, for at least twenty- 
four hours and sometimes forty-eight. 
During that period of time nobody 
living within 
bearable distanee 
can 
possibly sleep. 


At Suresnes, where motors are test- 
ed for forty-eight hours, it has been 
necessary to close an adjacent school. 


At Puteaux the inhabitants declare 
they have not slept for months. 


At Courbevoie the city councU has 
resigned as a meaais of protest. 


At Clichy the city has bought a large 
ti'iict of land for the erection of a mu- 
nicipal 
hospital. 
Airplane 
factories 
during the war installed themselves in 
the vicinity and the medical authori- 
ties now refuse to let the city build its 
hospital in such a death-insuring lo- 
cality. 


The department of the Seine 
has

yAST OF ABBOTTSTOWN 


iVIyrtic Hollis, of York died In the 
York hospital at 2:10 a'clocTi on Tues- 
day momln&, and her sister. Amia, is 
confineil to the same imslìtutloìi with 
a compumid fracture of the rl^lit leg 
and seviere lacerations ot tlie face and 
both arms, as the result of a collisicai 
betwemx a. motorcycle and u'ntomobile 
on the "Lincoln highway, a sliort dist- 
ance east of Abbottstown. Monday ev- 
ening libout 8:30 o'clock. The former, 
whose condition was regarded as ex- 
tremely grave when hrouglit to the 
hospital, suffensd a compound frac- 
tuie (if the right leg, a simple fracture 
of "the left leg, severe lacerations of 
tlie right upper arm and Internal in- 
juries. 
Two York men were also in- 
jured: Charles Arnold, with general 
body bruises, and Paul '^^arner, wno 
has a broken right leg, extensive la- 
Tierdfions of both .legs and a deep gash 
above the right eye. 


The accident occurred When the mo- 
torcycle, owned and driven by Warner, 
crashed into a .large ^touring car con- 
taining five Hanover mi^n passengers 
going in the direction of York. 
The 
motorcycle party, Myrtle and Anna 
Hollis, riding in a sixie car, and the 
two men on the machine, was headed 
toward New Oxford -w'hen the colli- 
sion occurred. 
Both machines were 
going at a high rate xjt speed. 
It is 
believed that Warner was driving on 
the left side of the road. 
When the 
automobile appeared^ Arnold who was 
able to make a statemeiit after the ac- 
cident, claimed that tlie bright glaro 
of the headlights blinded the driver, 
thus bringing about the crash, 


'The impact of the collision threw 
the occupants of the smaller machine 
to the roadside, as far a^ 25 feet from 
the point where the accident occurred. 
Dr. W. P. Hollinger, of Abbottstown, 
was summoned but before he couid 
arrive, Arthur DeardorfflT, York, came 
along and, loading the injured persons 
into the car, proceeded with them to 
the York Jiospital. 
When picked up, 
Warner and Myrtle Hollis were un- 
conscious and remained in that state 
until after their arriv^al a't tlie hospital.

GROWERS 


(i:^repared by the United Slates Depart- 
ment oi Agriculturo.) 


Whoa open range Is not available 
and hens must bo confined, poultry 
specialists of the United States depart- 
ment of agi'lculture recommend the di- 
vision of the hen yard into two lots, 
so that green stuff may be grown on 
one side -while the other patch is being 
grazed. 
As soon as the green feed is 
two to three inches high the hens may 
be turned on it, while the other lot 
may be spaded up and sown again. 
This plan provides plenty of green 
feed throughout the •year for the av- 
erage back-yard flock. 


The green crops should be suited to 
local conditions, those suggested below 
being adapted to muderate 
climatic 
conditions. 
For the extreme North 
or South the planting dates should he 
modified. Thickly sown crops furnish 
succulent 
feed and 
summer 
shade. 
From April 1 to July 1 on growing yard 
1—oats, chard or lettuce, clover or 
vetch, sunflowers, cowpeas, rape may 
be grown. 
For feeding purposes on 
yard 2—winter rye, winter vetch, sweet 
clover may be grown, as well as crim- 
son clover in the latitude of New Jer- 
sey and south. 


From July 1 to October 1 the oats, 
chard and lettuce, clover or vetch, 
cowpeas and rape on yard 1 may be 
fed, while buckwheat, 
dwarf 
Essex 
rape and flat turnips are grown on 
yard 2. From October 1 to April 1 the 
growing crops on yard 1 should consist 
of 
oats, 
winter 
rye, 
winter 
vetch, 
sweet clover and crimson clover, while 
at the same time in feeding yard 2 
buckwheat, dwarf Ess('X rape, flat tur- 
nips and soy beans are grown.

In 1699 They Smoked Big 
' Cigars Made Just as They 
Are Made at Present Time. 


The earliest known mention of cigars 
is in a book published in 1740 under 
the title of "Distresses and Adventures 
of John Cockburn," 
It appears that 
Cockburn was cast on a desert island 
in the Bay of Honduras, from which 
he swam to the mainland, and thence 
traveled afoot to Porto Bello, a dis- 
tance of 2.(500 miles. Here he met some 
friars who gave him some "seegars" 
to smoke. "These," he says, "are some 
leav^s of tobacco rolled up in some 
manner that serves both as pipe and 
the tobacco itself," Though this is the 
earliest date at which cigars appear 
to be mentioned by that name, so far 
back as 1408 two soldiers sent by Co- 
lumbus to explore Cuba told their com- 
panions on their return how the na- 
tives carried in their mouths a light- 
ed flrehrand made from the leaves of 
a certain herb, rolled up in 
maize 
loaves. 
The description of an Indian 
method of smoking given by Lionel 
Wafer, in his "Travels in the Isthmus 
of Darlen," in 16!)9, shows that they 
then smoked cigars made just as they 
are made now. The manufacture and 
consumption of cigars in northern Eu- 
rope only dates from the close of the 
seventeenth century. 


Canning Compounds Are 
Harmful to Health and 
\\ 
Regarded Unnecessary 


Canning compounds sold under var- 
ioiis trade names for use in home can- 
ning are often harmful to health and 
should never be used by housewives, 
say tlie specialists of the bureau of 
chemistry, United States 
department 
of 
agriculture. 
These 
preparations, 
\vhlcli are usually In powdered form 
and contain salicylic acid or boric ac- 
cld, are unnecessary since fruits and 
vegetables can be kept for long periods 
In perfect condition without any chem- 
ical presen'atives whatever If proper 
melhods of canning are followed. 


The 
federal food and drugs 
act 
prohibits the use of harmful preserv- 
atives in foods which come within its 
I jurisdiction, The food laws of nearly 
, every state in the Union forbid the 
sale within the state of foods which 
, have been preserved with harmful sub- 
stg^nces. Although neither the federal 
or state laws apply to foods canned In 
the home and consumed there, it would 
seem that the housewife would 
not 
knowingly use, in the foods she pre- 
serves for her family, substances that 
are prohibited by law in foods for sale 
because the substances are injurious 
to health. 


Menagerie Minus Water 
Feature of an Island 
Northeast of Pitcairn 


Investigations recently made on the 
little-known Henderson or Elizabeth 
islafids have led to the discovery of a 
curious little colony of zoological total 
abstainers. 
The island, whieh is un- 
inhabited, is situated about 120 miles 
northeast of Pltcalrn island—itself suf- 
ficiently out of the way, but famous as 
the home of the descendants of the.^ 
mutineers of the Bounty. There Is no 
water on it, not even a swamp, and it 
is only six miles long; yet it harbors 
quite a menagerie—a kind of rat, a 
lizard, described as very abundant, and 
no fewer than four kinds of birds, all 
peculiar to the island. 
These are a 
fruit-pigeon, a lorikeet, or honey-eating 
parakeet, a little rail or crake, and 
a reed-warbler. 
The strange thing 
about the inmates of this curious nat- 
ural aviary of coral rock, surrounded 
by waves instead of wires, is that tvs> 
of its inmates are ?3irds usually asso- 
ciated with fresh water-—the rail and 
the warbler. These, like the rest, must 
do without drinking, unless the dew 
can slake their thirst.

Something in the form of green vege- 
tables may be had from the outdoor 
garden every day of the winter months 
throughout the. greater part of 
the 
Southern states. 
Perhaps it may be 
nothing more than turnip gi-eens or a 
dish of boiled kale, but it serves the 
purpose of giving the family much 
needed green food and puts iron into 
the blood. 
There is perhaps no vege- 
table more delicate or appetizing than 
the universally grown collards of the 
Southern gardens. 
Fall-planted spin- 
ach may be cut at any time during 
the winter, even when the ground may 
be slightly frozen, and it may be nec- 
essary ' to 
plunge 
the 
freshly 
cut 
spinach into cold water to remove the 
frost. 


Certain of the more hardy varieties 
of lettuce, like Big Boston, can 
be 
¿rown during the winter with slight 
protection by means of straw or boards 
set at an angle on tho north side of 
tlie row. 
Onion sets will give 
an 
abundance of early green onions for 
table use.

Pit In Well-Drained Location Is De^ 
sirable Storage 
Place—Mound 
Over to Shed Moisture.

Black walnut is one of the most 
profitable woodland and pasture trees. 
It is rapidly becoming scarce on ac- 
count of the important part it has play- 
ed in t7\e war, and the strong demand 
for the'wood for cabinet material, cas- 
kets, musical 
instruments, 
furniture, 
etc. 


The nuts for planting should be se- 
lected, so far as possible, from vig- 
orous trees producing good-sized nuts 
in abundance. 
If squirrels and hogs 
are not troublqsome, the nuts may be 
planted this fall, putting two nuts In 
a hole and covering 
with 
about 
2 
Inches of soil well 
firmed. 
In many 
places the safest method is probably 
to keep the nuts over v/inter and plant 
them In the spring. 
For this purpose 
a pit, dug 8 to 12 inches deep in a 
Well-drained, cool location, is a desira- 
ble storage place. 
A layer of nuts, two 
nuts deep, is covered with an inch of 
sand, and so on until all the 
nuts 
are stored,, after which soil should be 
mounded over the pit to shed excess 
moisture, 
l^uts mixed with sand will 
keep quite satisfactorily in a cool cel- 
lar. 
A bushel of walnuts 
contains 
from 1,100 to 1,400, depending upon the 
size of the nuts, or enough to plant an 
acre using two nuts in each hole, spac- 
ing the intter 8 feet apart each way.
